Move of Much Real Advantage to Business Interests

On last Friday 
morning the 
dullness of the early risers was 
the less in evidence than for many 
days, when 
the sweet melodies 
from the Comanche band thrilled 
the air with most exquisit music, 
and human voices 
gave 
hearty 
approval in 
applause from 
all 
sections ot tne public square. 
To observe the hustling Com ­ 
anches as they darted to and fro, 
would have brought again to the 
recollections of 
the old timers, 
the memories of the long ago. 
With citizens crowding from all 
directions, it looked like a vast 
army had marched into Coman­ 
che to gather us as its prey. 
To 
a stranger it would have 
per* 
haps caused some excitement, 
but those w ho 
were posted, 
it 
was an enjoyment whioh they 
had not experienced in 
many 
days, and they 
were cognizant 
of the fact that an 
excursion to 
the fair land of Priddy wa9 about 
to take place. 
Before the mornings sun had 
given its first salute from beneath 
its hiding place 
in the 
golden 
horizon, buggies, surries and all 
other kinds of conveyances were 
running in all directions gather­ 
ing the 
citizens to begin 
the 
journey of one cf the most e n ­ 
joyable days of the history of 
C om anche’s citizens. 
As the clock struck 6, the band 
played upon the public square, 
and within a few minutes a long 
string of vehicles was seen head­ 
ed southward, carrying about 75 
citizens of Comanche into 
the 
prairies on Comanche's southern 
boundry. 
The trip was 
made pleasant 
from the beginning, owing to the 
fact that perhaps 
the best road 
of its length in 
this section of 
the state, lies stretched between 
Comanche and 
Priddy. 
With 
the band in the lead, a string of 
vehicles a mile 
long created a 
great deal of curiosity to those 
along the way who had not learn­ 
ed of the march. 
With about 3 pleasant 
hours’ 
drive, we assembled one mile out 
from Priddy and formulated 
a 
little program for the 
day. 
At 
this place we were met by several 
Priddy citizens and escorted to 
the beautiful little city 
located 
on one of the most beautiful 
spots of the 
Cowhouse 
prairie. 
From this point, we drove 
into 
town where we [were met by 
a 
large crowed who had gathered to 
entertain us. 
A short stop was 
made, when the 
band played a 
piece or two upon the streets of 
Priddy. 
Immediately 
after the 
music ceased, 
the march was 
continued to a 
beautiful 
pecan 
grove just one mile 
east, where 
we again received a warm wel­ 
come to help ourselves. 
The 
morning 
was spent in 
meeting the citizens of that com ­ 
munity, when about 12 o'clock, 
a magnificent spread which had 
been prepared by the excursion­ 
ists was placed 
upon a long 
table to be served to a t 
hungry 
bunch of people as evert gathered 


from any two countries. 
When dinner was ready to be 
announced. Mr. Jno. P. Huff, on 
behalf of the 
business 
men 
of 
Comanche, 
delivered 
a 
short 
and interesting speech, explain­ 
ing our mission 
into 
that fair 
land. 
He 
explained, 
among 
other things, that the merchants 
of Comanche had come to Priddy 
to assist and encourage in the 
patronage of home 
industries; 
that the 
Comanche 
merchants 
were only desiious of the trade 
from Priddy that the 
merchants 
there could not supply them with. 
Giving insurances 
of a 
warm 
welcome and fair treatment when 
they come to Comanche to trade, 
Mr. Boff then paid his respects to 
the people of that 
community, 
many of whom were practically 
his neighbors in the years gone 
by. 
Following Mr. Hoff, Mr, J. 
M. Sanderford, a 
merchant of 
Priddy, responded 
with a warm 
welcome and a tribute 
to 
the 
Comanche business men, a s s u r ­ 
ing his support and 
encourage­ 
ment toward the right. 
After dinner, again the band 
played and good and interesting 
speeches were delivered by:

with him awhile, stating that he 
was not feeling

attention was then given to this. 
Tuesday night, he was restless, 
sleeping practically none 
ac 
all. 
Wednesday, he ate very little d in ­ 
ner. leaving the table before his 
wife had finished ner meal. 
She, 
stiff alarmed at his peculiar 
ac­ 
tu,rn, went 
in 
search of him. 
When she called, he answered. He 
asked her where she had 
started, 
and she ;ep!ied that she was h u n t­ 
ing for him. 
They were then not 
far from the heme of Aunt Mary 
Parker, and decided to go there 
for a drink of water. 
When Aunt 
Mary asked them in, Mr. Perkins 
told his wife t" sit on the porch 
and t a l k i e Aunt 
Mary, chat 
he 
was not sufficiently 
dressed 
to 
visit. 
When Mrs. Perkins reach­ 
ed the|porch. he went to the back 
of the house where he placed the 
shot gun to his head and with the 
forked sticK, it 
is presumed he

ed him almost instantly. 
Aa Boon 
as

w’hat had occurred, Mrs. Perkins 
hastened to the home of George 
Masters, while Aunt Mary Parker 
remained with the deceased.

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Q.— What is the Scriptural method of 
! ordination? 
It seems to me that the 
laymen should have something to say 
I as to who shall be their representa­ 
tives. 
Have tho clergy arrogated to 
; themselves privileges in this connec- 
I tion to which they are not entitled? 
I (American.) 
Answer.—Priestcraft, and not 
the 
I teachings of our Lord and Iii* Apos- 
j ties, is responsible for tho division of 
(he church into two classes, called 
I “clergy” and “laity.” 
It Is still the 
1 spirit of priestcraft that seeks to lord 
I it over Clod’s heritage in e v e r y way 
possible.- proportionately to the dens!- 
I ty of the ignorance prevailing in any 
I congregation. 
The word ordain, in re- 
j speot to elders, those who preside over 
I the church, occurs lu Titus I, 5. 
It is 
from the Greek which signifies to place 
dorm. 
“Sot in order the things that 
are wanting, 
and ordain elders 
in 
every city, as I gave thee charge." 
It. V. 
On the face of it this text 
seems to Imply that Titus was em­ 
powered to appoint these elders, re­ 
gardless of the withes of the c o u r t s 
gations (churches, ecclrsias): and It Is 
on this view that the whole clerical 
system rests. 
The leading churches 
all claim for their bishops an apostolic 
authority to set, to place or appoint, 
eiders for the congregations—without 
the stretching forth of the hand, or 
vote of the church. 
This text is the 
bulwark of this idea; but it a pi nears 
to Im? rather a weak support when we 
notice the last clause,—"As I gave 
thee 
charge”—and 
reflect 
that 
the 
Apostle would surely not give Titus 
“charge’’ or instruction to do different­ 
ly from what he (the Apostle) did in 
this matter. The account of the Apos­ 
tle’s own procedure, rightly translated, 
is very explicit: “And when they had 
elected them elders by a show of 
hands in every ecclesia, and had pray­ 
ed with fasting, they commended them 
to the Lord." 
(Acta xiv, 23.) 


Q.— In the parable of the vine and the 
branches, given 
by the 
Lord 
Jesus 
(John xv, 1-8); are we to understand 
that the branches would represent the 
different churches and denominations? 
(8. 3. Scholar.) 
Answer.—A critical examination of 
the parable should thoroughly convince 
any Bible student that the “branches” 
could In no way represent the five or 
six hundred different religious denomi­ 
nations of Christendom. 
At the time 
the parable was given, there were no 
denominations, and none were organ­ 
ized until several centuries afterward. 
The Lord never authorized the forma 
tion of these denominational systems, 
and furthermore, lie has never recog­ 
nized them as Ills representatives. 
If 
anything, they are of the "vine of the 
earth" (Revelation xiv, 18) for they ore 
of an earthly or human origin. 
It is 
very evident th at this fact is coming 
more and more to bo recognized even 
by the representatives of the various 
religion bodies, as, in general, they 
are advocating a federation of ail the 
churches, and the eradication of de­ 
nominational 
lines. 
Sen* 
w hat 
the 
Apostle has to say about denomination- 
alism—I Corinthians iii, 3, 4. 
The 
Master was addressing Ills disciples 
aud telling them that they were the 
branches. 
His language is “I am the 
true vine, ye are the branches." 
It be 
comes more apparent that He was re­ 
ferring to the Individual when, in the 
sixth verse, He says “ If a man abide 
not in me, he is cast forth as a branch." 
This same intim ate relationship exist­ 
ing between the Lord and His faithful 
followers is pictured by the Apostle 
when he uses tile illustration of the 
natural body to show bow the brethren 
in Christ are members In particular of 
the body of Christ, I Corinthians xii. 
14-27. 


Q.— What is the Church’s message to 
the world at this time? 
This is a day 
of transition; new lines of thought and 
new conditions are rapidly superseding 
the old, and does not this apply to e c ­ 
clesiastical affairs as well? 
(R e ver­ 
end.) 
Answer.—This is one of the funda­ 
mental questions of the times. 
Minis­ 
ters every w here are asking them ­ 
selves and each other as to the proper 
course to pursue in their efforts to 
keep abreast of the times. 
Many are 
making the m istake of ignoring the 
foundation teachings of tile Scriptures, 
and are devoting themselves to setting 
forth the theories of “Evolution’’ and 
“Higher Criticism,” which are nothing 
more nor less than insidious forms of 
skepticism and Infidelity. 
Any clergy­ 
man 
who proclaims these theories 
from the pulpit, has no right to the 
title of “Minister of tho Gospel." 
Ile 
is either a knave or a hypocrite if he 
continues to pose as a Christian min­ 
ister, while undermining the faith of 
his hearers, in proclaiming that which 
is In direct opposition to the teaehngs 
of the Bible. 
It is no cause for sur­ 
prise that so few people attend church 
services n o w a d a y s. when we reflect 
that many clergymen are preaching 
anything but the Gospel. The duty of 
all true Christians is to make known 
the 
wonderful 
tidings of salvation 
through Christ and His coming King­ 
dom which, when established in the 
earth, will result in the blessing of all 
the race of mankind. The message of 
the Church to the world nowT is—“T H E 
KINGDOM 
OF 
HEAVEN 
IS 
AT 
HAND;” that kingdom for which all 
earnest Christians have prayed “Thy 
kingdom come, thy will be done on 
earth aa It is done in heaven."

Picturesque Barefooted Fish H a w k .n 
of Portugal. 
The ovarian* are perhaps the most 
Interesting people in Portugal. 
They 
are probably the lineal descendants of 
the original inhabitants of the land. 
and now come from a small place 
called Murtosa (Estnrreja), not far 
from Oporto. As the termination Indi­ 
cates, the overlnas are the women of 
these people. 
Both old and young, for even young 
children are thus employed, are ex­ 
ceedingly active and energetic. They 
go about barefoot, wearing a peculiar 
costume, and carrying huge baskets of 
a peculiar shape on their heads. They 
travel many miles a day and penetrate 
Into every corner of the city, crying 
their wares in a loud, unmusical shout 
They mount even to the sixth floors 
and bargain with buyers. 
They go 
barefoot not because of their poverty, 
many of them possessing expensive 
gold ornaments, but because they can 
thus more easily cover the many miles 
they run during the day. 
Attempts 
have been made to do away with this 
method of selling fish, but they have 
all failed. The customers like to deal 
with these fish girls and can purchase 
from them very small amounts. 
Fish Is not purchased by weight, but 
by the fish or part of fish. 
The price 
averages 12 to 15 cents per pound. 
There are not less than 2,000 ovarinns 
engaged in selling fish In Lisbon.— 
Consular Report. 


Q.—Does th© Bible teach how long 
man has been living on the earth?

The Bible is the oldest and most nu 
the nile history concerning man. 
It 
indulges in no guesses, but clearly 
te a c h e s that Adam was the first man 
It gives Its own chronology, which l> 
subdivided as follows; 
From Adam 
to the flood I,Hod years: from the flood 
to Abraham 427 years; from thence to 
the exodus and the giving of the law 
430 years; from thence to the division 
of Canaan 40 years; next the period of 
the Judges 450 years; the period of 
the Kings 513 years; j>eriod of dean 
lation 70 years; from thence to year I 
A. D. 530 years; from .lienee to A. D 
1911 makes a total of 0.039 years sin.-e 
Adam’s creation. 
This is the result 
shown by the l»est Bible chronologists 
who have written on the subject.
